Changes in Parliament. 
Hardly a day passes now, when the 
House of Commons is sitting, withoút one 
or two hew members being introduced. 
Almost imperceptibly, but with increasing 
rapidity, the personnel of the House is 
changing. In most cases it is changing 
for the better. Old and worn-out members 


are being taken, in nearly every case, by 
younger and more vigorous men, many of 


whom give outward evidence of their

The cessation of the German attacks at 
‘Verdun has not lasted long, and another 
great struggle has opened with the enemy 
again directing his strongest efforts against 
Douaupont. Every fiendish invention of | 
the Germans is being used to break down 
the French resistance. The German losses 
again have been very heavy, while those ’ 
of the French are comparatively small. In 
Paris the position is looked upon as alto- 
gether hopeful. In Germany the situation 
is regarded: otherwise, if Major Moraht, 
the distinguished military expert, wae 
generation. of warriors sinks into ils gtave 
before Verdun, or drags its way home in 
a mutilated condition. That is what makes 
one shiver in watching this shedding of 


blood by two nations who, hand in hand, 


could dominate the world and could raise 
its culture to: unknown heights. The 
German authorities are making attempts 
to remove the painful impression create 
by these words, and have issued a state- 
ment that the German losses are slight 
“under the circumstances. 
' The report issued in Paris this after- 
noon indicates that the Germans are con- 
tinuing their desperate efforts to break 
through. One great attack at six © clock 
yesterday afternoon was defeated by the 
wonderful French artillery and infantry 
fire, but in the course of the night the 
bombardment grew in intensity all along 
the front round Verdun. The late news 
to-night should be most interesting. It is 
said here to-day that the results of the 
fighting round Verdun are regarded with 
the “greatest satisfaction by the British 
General Staff, and that Sir William 
Robertson, the Chief of Staff at the War 
Office, has expressed himself,as being ex 
tremely pleased with the situation. — 
Mr. Garvin, commenting upon the situa- 
tion at Verdun in the Observer to-day, says 
that the Germans never can “ recapture 
the first, fine careless rapture.” ' As an 
effort of this kind continues, it is with 
such attacks as with novels. The sequel 
is rarely as good as the first success. The 
picked Corps are broken. Physique and 
moral are jaded. Qn theory we would ex- 
pect the enemy, despite all his toil in 
bringing up the men for a fresh stage of 
the recurrent offensive, to work under a 
military law of diminishing return& The 
theory ix borne out by the facts. In the 
second stage the enemy up to Friday 
night had not gained even a tenth part of 
the ground and the prisoners taken in the 
first three days of the opening attack on 
the Verdun salient. On this showing we 
might reasonably expect the enemy yl pe 
up the game at last and to be thwarted of 
Verdun ‘itself, as of Ypres. and Rheims. 
That result would be a bitter pill for the 
Germans to swallow. It would mean, on 
the final comparison of profit and loss, the 
acknowledgment of a great defeat after 
frightful sacrifice.” |
